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MEMORY’S

Before I started grade school, I went with 
my father (Willard Walch) up Osborne Creek 
one day because he had a job falling snags 
on Cascade Ranches...at that time owned by 
Glenn Jackson and associates, so to speak. 
(Goagle Glenn Jackson). I remember it well. 
Pop was to be paid $1 per snag...it was cold 
that day, there was patchy snow, and ‘pops’ 
built me a little fire. He went up the draw a 
little ways and started work. 

I quickly got bored and started looking for 
rocks and wound up playing in the creek. 
Pop was just a little perturbed when he 
came to check on me and I was a little 
wet...and a little cold. So he warmed me up 
and built up the fire and left me with a stern 
warning to “Stay Dry”. 

I had a fun day that day, and Pop fell a 
hundred snags, mostly big old pines that 
had died from ‘getting their feet wet’...that’s 
what the old timers around these parts used 
to say when ground was put under 
irrigation, ‘Them pines can’t stand to get 
their feet wet’. 

Now anyone that knows anything about 
falling timber is going to say b.s. right about 
here, 100 snags in one day? But don't get 
excited now, I’ve had more than a couple 
guys who worked with him or around him 
tell me he was one of the best. He always 
had about 5 gallons of mixed gas in the 
pickup...burned a lot through them old 
SaWS... 

One reason I remember is because in 
about 1957-58 no one hardly made $100 in 
one day falling timber around here. I think 
he simply felt challenged to do it. 

Keep in mind ail he had to do was tip‘em 
over...and keep one eye on me at the same 
time... 

By the way, the sun came out, well before 
the end of the day. It was beautiful. 
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March 25, 1916 
Boy’s Corn Club Now Organizing 


Professor J. Perey Wells, county school 
superintendent, has sent the following 
appeal to “the farmer boys” of Jackson 
County who are and who should be 
interested in the corn clubs and their work: 

“At the Oregon State Fair in 1913, Francis 
Winn of Wellen, in this county, won first 
prize in the boys’ corn contest. In 1914 
Claus Charley of Brownsboro won the same 
honors for Jackson County. In 1915 Leland 
Charley, a younger brother of Claus, won 
the first prize for Jackson County for the 
third successive year, while Claus won first 
prize in the agricultural contest, using corn 
for his crop. 

“Who will uphold the honors in Jackson 
County for 1916? Many boys are intending 
to try. Are you one of them? 

Last year there were an even one hundred 
boys enrolled in the corn club for this 
county. Through the generosity of the 
Farmers & Fruit grower’s bank of Medford, 
we were able to furnish free seed from the 
prizewinning field of Claus Charley to more 
than 60 of these boys. This year the same 
bank has kindly duplicated its offer of last 
year and we again are able to offer well- 
selected seed corn (Yellow Dent, Minn. No. 
13) in limited quantities. If you wish to go 
into this contest in real earnest and have no 
good seed, send to the county school 
superintendent. We cannot furnish seed for 
more than one-eighth of an acre to any 
boy.” 


NOTE: The following news item were drawn 
from our archives from 100 years ago today. 
This article was in the Mail Tribune on March 
25, 2016. I thought this was a good time to 
retype this article since Patsy Edwards will 


be speaking at the June dinner about these 
brothers. 
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FAY DEE KEENE 
1929-2017 


Fay put on her wings and took flight on 
Thursday, Dec. 28, 2017. She was born 
on Oct. 19, 1929 in Phoenix, AZ; the 
first of three children born to Eldrid Dee 
and Mary (Dees) Kinder. She is the 
Great-Great Granddaughter of Arizona 
Mormon Pioneers William Decatur and 
Elizabeth (Gale) Kartchner. In 1880, 
William became the first postmaster of 
Snowflake, Arizona. 

Fay graduated from Phoenix High in 
1947 and married Jimmie Keene on Oct. 
18, 1947. They were married for almost 
40 years before he passed away on 
March 4, 1988. Jimmie and Fay had 
three children while living in Arizona and 
California; Audrey (Lanny) Hangaard of 
Eagle Point, Kathryn (Paul) Brooks of 
Central Point and Jimmie Dee Keene 
(Mary Blandau) of Eagle Point. The 
family moved to Eagle Point in the fall of 
1966 and Fay worked for 12 years as a 
nurse’s assistant at Rogue Valley 
Medical Center. After that she and 
Jimmie delivered the Medford Mail 
Tribune for 25 years. 

Fay continued to live on the South Fork 
of Little Butte Creek in Lake Creek after 
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Jimmie’s death until her place washed 
away in the New Years’ Flood of 1997. 
In typical “Fay Style” she picked herself 
up and never looked back. She 
eventually moved into Eagle Point and 
continued to volunteer at the Lake 
Creek Pioneer Hall, the Wood’s House, 
and would help put flags up in Eagle 
Point on The Avenue of Flags. She 
never hesitated to help a friend, give 
someone a ride, jump on the back of a 
Harley, and even went skydiving at 75. 
Fay is survived by her three children: 
seven grandchildren: Tammy (Ted) 
Daw, Gregg (Vonna) Hangaard, 
Jeanette Pfaff, Tanya Shelander Reasor, 
Bryan (Amanda) Shelander, Jennifer 
(Mike) Pariani, and Jason Keene 
(Amanda Newsom); 15 great- 
grandchildren: Ted(Wendy) Daw, 
Shandie (Anthony) Vinzant, Kimberly 
(Danny) Brewer, Shelby and Andrew 
(Haley) Hangaard, Tori and Derick Pfaff, 
Baird and Cooper Shelander, Max, Sam, 
Hunter, Dalton and Ethan Pariani and 
Jimmie Keene and 10 great-great 
grandchildren; Madison, Paige and Olivia 
Daw, Bailey, Paiton, and Allison Vinzant, 
and Carter, Cadence, Aldan, and Melody 
Brewer. She is also survived by her 
sister, Pat Sands, nephew Chris Sands, 
and grand-nephew Marcus Sands of 
Paulson, MT, Betty (Chris) Crow and 
family in Arizona, and a vast number of 
dear friends in Eagle Point and Lake 
Creek. She was preceded in death by 
her parents and step-parents and her 
brother, Eldrid Lee “Skip” Kinder.

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You've got a friend in me 


While working at the Lake Creek Pioneer 
Hall I got to know a very special gal, 
Fay Keene. She had a way about her 
that stuck with you. Bold, courageous, 
and determined would be just a few 
names that come to mind. 


Fay loved Lake Creek and the many 
people who have called it home. She 
spent many hours helping out at the 
Pioneer Hall, grooming the grounds, 
assisting with events and fundraisers. 


Fay was born in Phoenix Arizona in 
1929, the eldest of three children 
including brother, Eldrid “Skip” and 
sister Pat to parents Eldrid & Mary 
(Dees) Kinder. The Kinder family worked 
the lettuce sheds from Fay’s early 
childhood through her teen years. The 
work was seasonal and the family was 
always on the move traveling from field 
to field taking them to Arizona, 
California, and Colorado. Her school 
years were difficult, Fay and her two 
siblings would spend several months in 
one schoo! then work would take their 
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family to another state and another 
school. It was hard getting to know 
other kids when they only stayed at one 
school for three to four months at a 
time, but each year they would return to 
the same schools. 


The family carried all their worldly 
belongings with them. While the parents 
were out working the fields Fay watched 
over the other two children and would 
help prepare meals for the family. Living 
conditions consisted of a tent or one 
room cabin heated by wood stove and 
refrigeration was an ice box. Bath time 
was once a week. They pumped water 
outside and warmed the water over the 
wood stove. They bathed in a washtub, 
one child then another would bath all 
using the same bath water. Mom made 
the children’s cloths. They had one pair 
of pants till the pants wore out and they 
purchased one pair of shoes a year, 
cutting off the ends of the shoes in the 
summer time. Fay said, “We didn’t sit 
around and complain, we were poor, 
but we had a very good life, it’s taught 
me a lot.” 


She considered herself a tomboy as a 
child and always ran around with the 
boys in the neighborhood playing army, 
building forts and climbing trees. During 
high schoo! years she earned extra 
money babysitting. She made 15 cents 
an hour and spent her money on candy 
or soda pop. 


Dances were a big event for the whole 
family, Fay remembers the Rose 
Maddox Band coming through town. 
Fay spoke of the times when her dad 
would take her out and practice driving 
on the main road preparing her to get a 
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license. Their first family car was a 
Hudson sedan. 


Fay was 17 years old she met her future 
husband, Jimmy Keene. Their first date 
was to a drive in movie theatre. Jimmy 
was in the Navy during this time and 
when he got out of the service they got 
married. They moved to their first home 
in Phoenix, Arizona. Jimmy became a 
roofer “he could put 21 square up ina 
day, which is a pretty big roof” she 
reminisced. 


Their first child, Audrey, was born when 
Fay was 19 years old, then Kathryn and 
little Jimmy came along. Later they 
moved to Soquel, California where 
Jimmy worked roofing houses and Fay 
raised their kids. 


In 1966 the family moved to Oregon. 
Fay got a job working at the Rogue 
Valley Hospital in Medford as a nurses’ 
assistant. She loved her job and stayed 
there for 12 years. Jimmy worked for 
the garbage company along with his two 
brothers. In later years, Fay and Jimmy 
ran a newspaper route for the Mail 
Tribune in the Upper Rogue Valley for 
20 years. They also worked side-by-side 
running their family farm raising cattle 
and hogs. Fay said she would take care 
of any job that needed to be done, 
whether it was neutering animals, 
tanning animal hides or milking cows. 
Their ranch Brand was an upside down J 
with a K attached to it. Jimmy called the 
brand “up your old JK”. 


Jimmy, passed away in 1988 from a 
heart attack, Fay was by his side trying 
to revive him while waiting for the 
ambulance to come. She remembers 
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telling Jimmy “Don’t die on me or I'll kill 
you”. 


In 1997 Fay’s home washed away in the 
Lake Creek flood. Family and friends 
came to her aid, providing clothing, 
furniture, and donations to start anew. 
Fay was So very grateful for the 
outpouring of love from her community. 
To the end of her life she kept 
mementoes from those who had helped 
her during her time of need. 


When most people looked forward to 
retiring Fay kept on working, she hated 
to just sit around and do nothing. Fay 
worked at a variety of jobs; tending bar 
at Brownsboro Tavern, building windows 
and doors at Avatar Door and Window, 
and stocking shelves at Shady Cove 
Market. 


At 77 years young Fay got to experience 
sky diving with her son. Fay had the 
time of her life, “it was elating” she said. 
Then for her 80" birthday, her kids gave 
her a Harley Davidson helmet and 
leather jacket, which she proudly wore 
when accompanying family and friends 
on motorcycle rides. One of her greatest 
experiences was going to Australia and 
New Zealand with daughter Kathryn. 
She also got to explore other 
destinations, Mazatlan with son Jimmy 
and Hawaii with her sister Pat. “I have 
done a lot of things I never thought I 
would ever do. I have had many 
wonderful experiences in my life. I am 
thankful for my kids, grand kids, great 
grand kids and great, great grandkids 
and my friends,” she said. 


One close friend, Debbie Charles, 
started calling Fay “Mom” some years 
back. It all started when Fay was 
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captain of the shuffle board team at 
Willies Tavern. Debbie’s mom was very 
ill and Fay was there to comfort Debbie. 
Ever since that time many people in 
Southern Oregon began calling Fay, 
Mom. “It is a beautiful feeling when 
people refer to me as Mom” she shared. 


Fay would tell people, “Be yourself, 
don’t take advantage of other people 
and don't let them take advantage of 
you. Be a person who will learn to take 
what comes in life and work yourself out 
of it and don’t sit around and mope 
about it. I just care about people. And I 
feel, if you can help somebody even just 
by talking to them, I think that’s one of 
the greatest things you can do.” 


Fay will be sorely missed by all. She was 
a thoughtful, hardworking, dedicated 
member of our community.

John Rex West, 81 passed away 
November 2, 2017 at Providence 
Medford Medical Center in Medford, 
Oregon. He was born January 9, 1935 in 
Grove, Oklahoma, one of 13 children to 
Henry and Alice Greer West. 

He served in the Marines from 1954- 
1956. He married Diane Casey in 1971, 
acquiring two new daughters, Carol 
(John) Grow of Eagle Point, OR., and 
Maralyn (James) Ayer of Creswell, OR. 
He had two daughters from a previous 
marriage, Colleen (Joseph) Guarnera of 
Sunnyvale, CA., and Cheryl (Tim) 
McCormick of Knoxville, TN.

Rex enjoyed playing golf, hunting 
and salmon fishing. 

He is survived by his wife of 46 
years, four daughters, ten grandchildren 
and six great grandchildren.

Diane started planting flowers and other 
plants while Rex was away driving truck, thus 
started the Doveland Nursery, which proudly 
showcased over 1500 different kind of plants. 
Diane produced more than 300 Ivy Geranium 
baskets yearly. 

Buying the Brownsboro Tavern in 1977 
produced one of the valleys favorite hot spots. 
Being great hosts, they supported pool 
tournaments, horseshoe tournaments, shuffle 
board tournaments, and were very proud of 
their baseball team, which had a nearly perfect 
win-loss record. 

“The Team” played in what was called “The 
Beer League”. Teams included, Butte Falls 
Tavern Team, Ducks Donuts, Fubar from 
Gresham, OR. The Country Boys of Shady Cove 
and more would play and party nearly every 
weekend. These baseball games were quite a 
fun event for all. Rex and Diane would bring a 
keg of beer to be in the dugout and enjoyed by 
all. Usually the event involved playing best 
two out of three games with the losers of the 
first game to pay for the keg, which back then 
was about $50.-$60.00. 

Some of the best baseball players are still in 
the area: Dave Thompson, outfield/catcher, 
Greg Walch, pitcher, Tony Adams, pitcher 
(deceased), AJ Barondeau, first base Scott 
Grissom, second base, Tim Weaver, short stop, 
Dwight Pech, third base, Duane Winkle, left 
field, Roger Hein (deceased) right/center field 

The cheering crew consisted of Fay and 
Jimmy Keene, Donna ‘Duck’ Rutledge, Julie 
Thompson and many other family members 
and tavern patrons. The Butte Falls Tavern 
could always be counted on to host a whole 
weekend multi-team tournament. 

Rex had a good sense of humor and was 
remembered by Tim Weaver: “After one of the 
games, three teams converged at the 
Brownsboro Tavern. One of the team 
members from the Gresham Fubar Team, 
decided to stick his head through a ceiling 
panel and look around. Then another 
teammate curiously stuck his head up through 
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another panel to see what was going on up 
top. Rex just shook his head smiling and said, 
while making a joke out of it, “ well looks like 
we've got a little repair work to do now”. Just 
like Rex to keep everybody taken care of and 
having a good time. 

Sadly for most, Rex and Diane sold the 
tavern in 1980. (That was the same year that 
Mount St. Helen blew up.) It was never the 
same after they left. A couple of owners and 
years later the tavern became a drive through 
when a semi truck missed the turn and parked 
between the pool table area and the 
bandstand, ruining the building. 

Rex was a hard worker even after he had 
both knees replaced. He worked at the 
nursery, golfed senior league, and fished when 
the salmon were in the river. He couldn’t 
stand and cast very well at the hatchery 
(Combat hole), so he would crab walk 20 yards 
down to a special rock that he could sit on and 
cast from. Estimates figure he caught around 
200 salmon from that rock perch. Sometimes 
he would even get pulled part way into the 
river fighting the Chinook salmon. 

Rex enjoyed cutting meat and was an 
excellent hamburger and sausage grinder 
operator. Even though his knees and other 
parts of his carcass were hurting, he always 
was a great help and was one of the very few 
that stayed until the entire clean-up was done. 
He was thoughtful as always took home meat 
scraps for their dog Daisy (rip), and then at the 
end for puppy dog ‘Sage’. 

Rex had a big heart. He would help 
anybody if he could and if you gave him 
something he would give back nearly double. 

Rex’s demise was accelerated after, while 
shooting a trapped skunk, her tripped and fell 
only to break his hip. The next day he was 
taken to Providence Hospital, then later to 
Three Fountains for Rehabilitation. He was 
doing well, until he had a heart attack. That 
finished him off. 

Rex and Diane always came to events such 
as the Lake Creek Historical Society Christmas 
Party and other community events. He helped 
keep the grounds at the hall and park in order 
and cleaned up. Diane could always be 
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counted on to dress up the grounds with the 
beautiful flowers. 

In 2009, Rex with his friend Bob Moore was 
instrumental in starting the annual L.C.H.S golf 
tournament at Stone Ridge Golf Course. This 
tournament thankfully helps keep the Pioneer 
Hall up and running for all to enjoy. 

In Honor and thanks to Rex West, this 
year’s tournament will be called, 
“The Rex West Memorial Golf 
Tournament”.
